Barksdale’s Provocation for Shoot- 
ing Dixon. 


Some New Facts Concerning the Tragedy— 
Dixon's Career. 


{Special to the Louisville Courier-Journal. ] 

JACKSON, MISS., August 27.—I have read 
your article on *‘The Yazoo Affair,’’ which ap- 
peared onthe 22dinst. The friends of James 
A. Barksdale, one of the principals in that an- 
fortunate affair, have not expected the Radical 
journals ot the North, who naturaly seize upon 
this affair to make political capital, to do him 
justice in commenting upon it. And in candor, 
they are entirely indifferent to what they may 
say about it; but as yeur paper is a represen- 
tative Southern journal, circulating largely in 


this and other Southern States, they would be 
gratified to have his side of the question ap- 
pear before your.readers. I sudan that you 
would be willing to accord this, as you admit 
in the article referred to that ‘that there are 
always two sides to a question.’’ 


THB TWO MEN. 

Henry M. Dixon, the man who was killed, 
has resided im Yazoo county since the war. 
During all that time he has been a professten- 
algambier, He bas killed, in private difficul- 
ties, a negro and a white man—Mr. Samuel 


Harrison; in political affrays, a white man— 
Dick Mitchell, aRepublican; aad he was the 
leader of a squad called Dixon’s Scouts, who 
are said to have hung five or six negroes dur. 
ing the riots ef 1875. From one of these, Pat- 
tison, who had beena member ot the Legisla- 
ture, he took $1,500, with the promise to send 
it to Pattison’s sisters, who reside in Ohio, 
but the money was never sent. In 1876 the 
county treasurer of Yasoo county was 
robbed of $30,000. This money vixen 
and his gang were believed by nearly every 
citizen of Yazoo county to have taken. No 
great efforts were made to recover this meney, 
or to diseover who the robbers were. Samuel 
Harrison, a Democrat, undertook it, and 
charged that Dixon was the robber; for doing 
so Dixon killed him, without giving him a 
chance for his life. A packed jury acquitted 
Dixon, and no other person was willing to take 
the task upon himself, as it was well under- 
stood that to make the attempt was but to in- 
vite ussassination. Itis not my purpose to say 
more of the deac than is necessary for the de- 
fense of the living The following extract 
from the proceedings of a meeting of citizens 
of Yazoo county will showin what estimation 
Dixon was held by his neighbors: 

**To sum tp in brieg our opinion and estimate 
of the character ofthe man Dixon, we declare 
as our deliberate opinion that heis a murder- 
er, a gambler, a bully, a thief, aman of vio- 
Jence, of blood and of lies; a man who will 
pack juries, a low, unprincipled demagogue in 
politics and an intidel in religion. He unites in 
himself every quality required to make him the 
detested monster that he is, and he wants 
every qualification necessary to make him the 
gentliewan that he is not.’’ 

Jumes A. Karksdale, who you say 
bearer of a representative Southern 
was born in Yazoo county, and is 
twenty-seven years of age. He is a son 
Ilion. Harrison Barksdale, who died in the 
Confederate service, a brother of the late 
Gen. Wm. Barksdale. Heis one of the most 
popular young men inthe county, never was 
in anv manner ‘‘wild,’’ and never before had 
a difficulty of any kind. He was recently 
nominated by the Democratic party for Chan- 
cery Clerk, the most lucrative office in the 
county. As such nominee he entered the can- 
vass, and did not hesitate to express his opin 
ion on the stump that the Independents, of 
whom H.M. Dixon Was the head and front, 
should not be elected to office.

THE PARTICULARS OF THE AFFRAY. 

Thus matters stood upon the morning ot the 
19thinst. Uponthat day Dixon was walking 
cown the street, armed as usual witha large 
army-sized revolver, his favorite weapon, 
upon which he relied to ‘‘deal out’’ death to his 
enemies. Barksdale saw him, and, taking a 
double-barreled shot-gun from an adjoining 
store, walked into the middie of the street and 
called out: ‘‘Dixon, Dixon, defend your- 
eelf.’’ Dixon heard and saw Barks- 
dale, and advanced upon him, attempt- 
ing, as he advanced, to draw 
pistol. It hung in the scabbard. As he ad- 
vanced, Barksdale cocked his gun and raised 
it to his shoulder. Dixon, finding that his 
trusty weapon bad failed hiin, and that he was 
about to meet the fate he hud upon three other 
eccasions meted out to others, turned to run, 
when Barksdale’s gun cracked and he received 
tbe load just under the shoulder blade.

When the 
smoke had cleared away, Barksdale fired a 
second time, but the loud went into the door- 
facing. Dixonfell, and died at 4:30 o’clock 
that evening. Barksdale surrendered to the 
Sheriff and was placed tn jail. Two days after 
he was admitted to bail by the Magistrate's 
courtin the sum of $15,000. Persons charged 
with murder cannot be bailed in this State; so 
they nust bave graded the crime, if crime it 
was, &8 manslaughter. The Cireuit Court 
meets in December, when, if he is indicted, be 
will betried.

Horrible Fate ofa Child from Drinking Lye 
Soda, 

Deputy Coroner O'Neil held an inquest 
morning Over the remains of Alice Daly, 
two-year-old child who died im great agony 
evening from tho effects of the 
poison contained in a quartity 
of washing soda or spine article of like nature 
which ithad drunk on Thursday afternoon.

Whether the child's death resulted 
from the criminal earelessness of Maria Hollan, 
the servant girl, or from pure accident was the 
subject under advisement, and for the 
of that question the inquest 
was called.

which contained some white article in lumps. 
Mary Miller, the girl who was emploved at Mr. 
Daly's before I came there, had informed me 
that it was used to scrub the floors. I placed 
all there was in the jarint> a small cin cup, 
poured some water in the cup, and set it on 
the kitchen “table to dissolve. At that 
time the little eirl was oat near 
the house playing. I went out 
after a pailof water, and on my return the 
little girl, who had gone to the house in the 
meantime, came out crying, with her hand tu 
ber mouth, which was very red. Annie Ber- 
tram, the nurse-qgirl, stated that Alice had 
swallowed some ofthe contents of the cup. 
The nurse- “girl took her up-stairs and went for 
a doctor.’ 

The washing-soda, or lye 
purchased at Pepmoller’s store, 
at the intersection of the 
Manchester road and Prospect avenue,a few 
days prior to the sad affair, and was very 
strong. Antidotes in the shape of oil and vine- 
gar were administered, but all efforts to save 
the child’s life proved of no avail. 

On summing up the case it was decided that 
the death was purely accidental and not the 
result of the carelessness of the servant girl.

The western approach 
measures 1,100 feet and the eastern 3,5v0 
feet, waking the bridge with the approaches 
6,227 feet, equalto about one and one-sixth 
mules. The cost was nearly $5,000,000.

An Unreeorded American Brute Whips 
the British Bull. 


Coachman, a Biter, Outlasts Gas, Who Has 
Great Staying Powers—How Animals 
are Trained for this Sport. 


{From the New York Sun. ] 

A much-talked-of fight between the En- 
Zlish bulldog Gas, whose record, unmarked 
with a defeat, has made him famous in the 

“old country and in all the principal cities of 
this country, and the American bull-dog 
Coachman, without any record, came off yes- 
terday morning for a purse of $600. 

The fighting place was a quiet little hamlet 
but a few miles removed from this city, on 
Long Island. In the tavern here spectators 
Were assembled at an early hour. Every 
group discussed the merits of the dogs, and, 
though the English dog was the favorite, 
Coachman had plenty of backers. The betting 
at this time was $100 . 
on Gas. A little group sat 
rear of the hotel, near the barn, in which the 
pit had been constructed. In this group 
gat *‘Sheftield George,’’ who gave his opinion 
of the dogs, when asked, in monosyllabic re- 
plies. His companions in the group were Jim 
Rickey, who, with Harrold, 1s owner of the 
English dog, and a number of Rickey’s South 
Brooklyn friends. ‘*Captain Doughty,’’ said 
Rickey, ‘*brought this dog over here. He 
fought five battles in the old country, and won 
every fight, killing his dog. He has fought 
only one battle here, which he won. This is 
the dog Harry Jennings had with him in New 
4)rieans, which received a forfeit, the owner 
of the dog he was matched against hearing of 
his prowess and becoming ‘frightened a few 
days before the fight. He is not a biter. but 
has great staying powers, and can worry, as 
he has done, to death any dog that may be 
pitied against him.’’ 

Following this recital some points referring 
tothe training the dog had undergone were 
riven. After the morning walk and feed the 

og takes for a couple of hours exercise on the 
**wheel,’’ a treadle machine which, as he 
moves, roils with increasing speed until he is 
tray eling at his fastest running gait. The 
speed is ‘regulated by a brake. When the dog 
leaves the treadle machine he is exhausted. 
He is then placed in a tub of lukewarm water 
and well rubbed. Next heis putin a tub of 
cooler water, and after being rubbed, is 
dipped ina tub of cold water. Whisky is 
then poured over him, and while a towel is 
rubbed over him an iron brush scratches his 
skin. After another bathina tub of luke- 
warm water, and after being well dried, he 1s 
allowed to roam about at will. ‘*When it is 
handy, as it is out here in the country,’’ said 
one of the party, “‘they do as they have been 
doing with Coachman—give hiin a rubber ball 
—a foot-ball—to chase and bite when out on 
his merning or evening jaunt.’’ No one save 
the trainer is allowed to go near the dog. The 
trainer sleeps with him. 

‘*This way for your tickets!” 

The announcement brought every group to 
its feet, andin five minutes the seats, raised 
like those in a circus, about the pit in which 
the fight was to take place, were jammed. 
There was a pause, and then a cheer the 
handlers of the dog ys Jumped into the pit. 
They tosseda silver dollar for the choice of 
corners and the choice of wash. The dogs 
had an hour previous been weighed. They 
oach bore down tothe required point—thirty 
pounds. The choice for corners and wash 
was won by Coachman. His trainer marked 
off a narrow space in opposite corners, and, 
selecting that farthest from the door, ordered 
the Eng lish di eto be washed first. 

aw} his washing is done so that if,’* said the 
trainer, ‘*any poison is on the dog’s skin it 
may berinsed off in the water, and the last 
“dog would bave.a chance of retaining some of 
it. You see, therefore, why Coachman’s 
choice is to be washed last.” 

The tub already in the pit was filled with 
luke-warin water, and the dog Gas was 
brought in. The animal was, without doubt, 
of its kind a perfect specimen. Its color was 
very dark brindle, its nose very long, jaws 
heavy. eyes deep sunk, and its legs showed a 
good reach. It passively submitted to the 
washing process. When placed inthe tub a 
handkerchief was placed over its eyes, and 
the collar and strap were removed. As the 
handler of Coachman rubbed and washed his 
umpire kept strict watch on every movement 
of Gas’ handler, who repeatedly asked if they 
wished him to ‘‘taste’’ his dog. This

} placed on Gas. (as was 

dried, wrapped in his blankets, and placed 

in his corner. Sometimes, it is said, a smart 
bandler, even after the washing, will succeed 
in placing unnoticed some drug on his dog. 

As explained to the reporter, ‘‘A good man 

who understands his business can take his 
bandkerchief ahd by pretending to mop bis 
forehead, take therefrom on his hand some 
drug concealed there, and, after returning 
his handkerchief to his pocket, rub the drug 
sticking to his hand on his dog.’’ After the 
washing of Gas his collar and leather strap 
were washe@inthe tub. Then Coachman was 
brought in, and he passed through the same 
rocess under the manipulations of Gas’ 
andler. 

Conchman was not of as fine a.build as Gas, 
and there was nothing which marked him as 
superior tothe ordinary white bull-dog save 
his tail, which, instead of the clean, whip-like 
tail of Gas and other noted fighters, was beau- 
tifully bushy. 

All being in readiness, the tub removed, 
and the pit floor mopped dry, the time-keep- 
er, at 10:44, gave the signal for the first 
scratch. Coachman flew from nis corner, 
and, bounding on Gas, was seized witha 
snap by the English dog on the lower jaw. 
The crowd yelled and settled down to watch 
every move of the animals. Up and down, 
round and round they dragged each other, 
Gas holding the first grip taken. Not a park, 
growl or ery of any kind was given 
by either brute. The only noise made 
Was that made by their respective han- 
dlers, who, on their knees, crept around the 
pit, keeping close to their dogs. Coachman 
Was making desperate struggles to release 
himself from Gas’ hold, but each time that he 
st-ove to raise himself the English dog would 
C thim. for thirty-six minutes the dogs 

beir handlers struggle d and crept about 

r; it. Then Coachman’s h«ndler, who 

vade four efforts to snatch him, succeed- 
eizing him when neither had a hold. 

.. }next scratch lasted twenty minutes. In 
the thira scratch the Coachman flew with 
vigor at his opponent, but scarcely had he 
taken a hold before the English dog, bringing 
into play his wrestling powers, threw him 
again and again until the poor brute was fain 
to jie quiet and give forth a low crv, the first 
sound made byeitherdog. This ery of dis- 
tress made the English dog’s backers jubilant, 
and with vells they called upon their favorite 
to ‘*chaw him up’’ and ‘‘eat the cur.’ 

The next two scratches were of short dura- 
tion. The dogs had been at one another over 
one hour and eleven minutes. Coachman 
scratched well. His friends were as much 
surprised at his showing of good staying qual- 
ities as were his opponents. 

Inthe next seratch Gas showed another 
trick, one which had stood him well often be- 
fore. While Coachman had him fast by the 
side of the neck he wheeled about, and then, 
finding the hold relaxed, bounded over Coach- 
man, and, snapping at him, hurled him to 
the ground and then seized him. When the 
time-keeper announcéd that the dogs had been 
at it one hour and twenty minutes, the brutes 
were stretched side by side on the floor, each 
holding the other. A reddish tint was just 
observable on their jaws, but not one drop of 
blood stained the floor. Their handlers, as 
tired as the dogs, were stretched beside them. 
But in a few minutes the dogs recovered from 
their weakness and went at it anew. Twice 
did Coachman appear as if he was about 
to give up, and bets were made that he would 
not take the next scratch. Yet in the next 
scratch he showed great vigor and worried 
Gas, thongh he could not use the power of 
which his friends boasted, because his jaws 
were too much swollen. He forced Gas to 
, show signs of weakness, and bets were made 
_ that the latter could not come to the scratch 
when wanted. 

The struggle, two hours having passed, 
Was now one of endurance. The dog gs 
scratched well at the call of ‘Let go,’’ but 
after jumping on each other, vainly endeavor- 
ingto get a hold, they rolled over each Other, 
making efforts as they lay on the floor to bite, 

At the end of two hours and forty 
minutes Gag was called upon to scratch. He 
refused to leave his corner, and the referee 
declared Coachman the winner. The excite- 
ment was intense. ‘The crowd stood 
on the benches, crewded into the pit 
and demanded anotherscratch. The referee 
“ordered it, but Gas would not stir. Then 

Coachman was ordered. As his handler placed 
him on the floor he showed an eagerness to fly 
at his opponent. This decided the battle, and 
Coachman began his record with a well-won 
victory. |

‘What an Old Engineer Says about Run- 
ning a Mile a Minute. 
[From the New York Sun.] 

‘* How fast do you think we are traveling?’’ 
Charley Fraser, one of the oldest engineers of 
the New York, Lake Erie and Western Railway, 
asked a Sunreporter as they were standing 
together on the foot board of locomotive No. 
309, rushing over the meadows toward Ruth- 


erford Park. 

‘*T should think we were going nearly a 
mile a minute.’ 

‘‘A mile a minute!’’ said Fraser. ‘‘I 
doubt if you ever rode a mile a minute. Few 
locomotives have driving-wheels over five 
feet, and I have my doubts if a five-foot 
wheeler can be pushed a mile a minute. 
People have avery erreneous idea of the 
speed of railroad trains. Weare not going 
now more than thirty-five miles an hour, 
and this 1s very fast. Fewtrains make this 
speed. The passengers in the cars would 
think we were going a mile a minute sure, if 
I was to pull out the throttle so as to send 
her forty miles an hour. The express trains 
make no such time as the local trains. Where 
we lose is with sO many stops. No man 
cauld stand on a platform car and face the 
wind, going a mile a minute, andlive. The 
breath would actually be blown out of his 
body. You couldnt count the telegraph 
poles, goinga mile a minute. Talk to an old 
engineer of that rate being made by a passen- 
ger train and he would laugh. I made a 
mile a minute once, however. It was when 
I was but elghteen yore of age. I was an 
engineer then in charge of a fine six-foot 
wheel locomotive. There were a lot of rail- 
road moguls on board, and the object was to 
make the best time we 
could. They were to wring the gong when 
the speed Was a milea minute. I thought we 
were making it for some time before the bell 
rung. At length, on a down-grade, witha 
full head of steam, when we were spinning 
along as if we were all going to destruc- 
tion, and tke motion of the piston 
going over the center eould no longer 
be distinguished, the bell rang. We had 
reached the rate of amile aminute. It was 
the fastes.u lever rode, before or since. |] 
tried hard to make a mile a minute on subse- 
quent miles, but lacked it three or four sec- 
onds every time. I couldn’t squeeze another 
mile inside of the sixty seconds. When you 
hear a man telling sbvut riding in a passenger 
train that ran a mile a minute, don’t say anv- 
thing, but mentally scratch off a good allow- 
ance.’’

A QUEER CASE. 


How a Philade Iphian Breathes Without 
Using His Nose or Mouth. 
| From the Louisville (Ky.) Evening Post. | 

There is a man named Peter Setzer, now iu 
the City Hospital, whose case is very peculiar. 
He goes around with a hole in his throat and 
windpipe nearly as large asa silver half- 
dime, and notwithstanding this he is to all 
appearances perfectly healthy. More thana 
year ago, while living in Philadelphia, 
Setzer made a desperate attempt 
to commit suicide, in which he was 
nearly successful. He led to the act 
by a business failure and domestic trouble, 
which caused his separation from his wife. 
Taking arazor, he made deep cuts in each 
wrist, expecting to bleed to death. After 
waiting an hour, the desired effect not having 
occurred, he again seized the knife and dre W 
it across his throat, just under the chin, sev- 
ering the windpipe, and making a long and 
dangerous gash. He became insensible and 
would have died had he not been discovered 
in time. He was sent to the Philadel- 
phia wp ge where he was attended by 
rome of she best physicians of the city. After 
remaining sixteen weeks he recovered suffi- 
ciently to leave. It was considered a wonder- 
fulcure. The wound in his neck, however, 
had not completely healed. He afterwards 
went to Cincinnati, then to Lexington, and 
finally eame to Louisville, having formerly 
lived here, follewing the trade ofa baker. As 
he was still inconvenienced by the hole in his 
neck, he gained admission a few days ago to 
the city hospital. The wound is just above the 
**Adam’s apple,’’ and is about three-eighths 
ofaninchin diameter. When he first came 
to the hospital the hole was twice as large. 
No particular mode of treatment is used, the 
doctors only seeing that he receives proper 
rest and diet, and allowing nature to do the 
rest. Setzeris lively and cheerful, and the 
probabilities are that he will entirely recover. 
When he attempts to talk he bas to place his 
finger or a bandage over the bole in bis saaie 
He possesses the rare accomplishment of be- 
ing ableto breathe with his mouth and nose 
both shut.

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Progress of the Coopers’ Strike 
During the Week. 


Distribution of Union Labels to the 
Cigar Manufacturers. 


Money Aid to be Divided Among the 
Strikers on Monday.

The Coopers. 

The influence of the coopers’ strike is being 
felt in circles other than that of the boss 
cvopers and millers of the city, The tempora- 
ry inconvenience experienced by the propite- 
tors of shops may not interfere with their run- 
ning a few days longer,or possibly a few weeks, 
but objections raised on the outside, indirect- 
ly affecting the interests of these gentlemen may 
yet compel them to weaken. The majority of 
barrels now made are what is known as patent 
boop barrels and are well adapted for ordinary 
purposes, but cannot withstand shipment to 
distant points. The hoops are fastened to- 
gether with three rivets and a staple, and, bs- 
coming dry, they often burst and the contents 
of the barrel are spilled out, entailing a great 
loss to the ones to whom they are shipped. It 
is said that complaints are daily received by 
certain millers to this effect,and to prevent any 
injury to their trade they will take some st2p to 
end the.pending strike, so as to obtain barceis 
that will hold with safety the product of 


their mills, and insure its arrival in good c n- 
dition to the place to which it isshipped. With 
patent boop barrels, sacks are also used by the 
willers, and it requires no explanation oft the 
many ways by which flourcan be injured by 
this means of transportation. 

The past week bas brought forth much en- 
couragement tor the coopers, notwithstanding 
the decision of the lawyer who poiated out the 
illegal character of their contract. This opin- 
ion inno way dampened the ardor of the strik- 
ers, who continually receive substantial sym- 
pathv from those who heed theircry otf ‘‘Give 
usthis day our daily bread!’’ Contributions 
are received from all trades sufficient to keep 
alive the strike, and to each letter containing 
donations is added a postscript urging the 
continuance of the strike and a promise of 
more money itneeded. The amount received 
by the Treasurer from every source during the 
week, including the proceeds of the balt last 
Thursday night, is about $400, and lettars 
guaranteeing a like amount forthe next week 
bave been received. The strike, then, in 
stead of remaining in statu quo, is progre ising 
favorably to the coopers. 

The mecting at Vorwaerts Ha'l this morn- 
ing was called to order at 9:.0, President 
Coffey inthe chair. The minv ss of the pre- 
vious meeting weie rv .d and approved. 

The committee appvinted to invite a lawyer 
to addrress the meeting on the legality of their 
contract reported they hed secured the servi- 
ces of Mr. Bob Claiborne, wbo promised to be 
present and speak to the coopers at 1v 
o’clock. 

Mr. Fenton moved that hereafter the menbe 
paid off Saturday morning instead of at nigibt. 

Communications were read trom ( ‘oalminers’ 
Lodge No. 15, Belleville, containing a post- 
office order for $10; one trom Collinsville, Ill., 
tor $42 20; one from Greenville, Llil., for $2, 
and one from West Belleville for $8 U5.

Dinner-Table Ablutions. 

**Pray tender some information,’’ writes A. 
H..in regard to finger-bowls after dinner.’’ 
The history of dinner-table etiquette, as far as 
tne cleansing of the fingers goes, has caused a 
great deal of discussion. In ‘‘Notes and Que- 
ries’’ some information was asked about it a 

mber of years ago, but not any very satisfac- 
Gy responses were received. Table manners 
and table equipage have been derived from 
the French. Strange as it may seem, a great 
many dinner amenities owe their origin to the 
East. Bibliophile Jacob says somewhere that the 
napkins during a repast were possibly brought 
into use in Europe after the Crusades. Orient 
al habits at dinner. where the Turk of the old. 
school to-day, having no knife or fork, plunge: 
his fingersin the pillau, is but a continuation 
of customs of the'tims of Saladin. The Orient 
alisexcessivgly clean in his habits, and be- 
tween the fifigering of the viands and somes of 
the manipulations of a cook with his dishes, 
really te difference is only this, that the Turk 
who pitks out a peculiar nice tidbit to offer to 
his gflest doesitin view of every one, while 
the fook’s prior actions are not seen. As foun- 
‘tagns were ever spurting and gurgling in Har- 
bun al Raschid’s banqueting halls, opportuni- 
ties to cleanse one’s fingers in the flowing 
waters musthave been ever at hand. Orient- 
alpeople retain the habit of bana or finger 
ashing after a dinner. The method is not, 
perhaps, adapted to. our customs, yet is a very 
ensible one. A _ servant, after the repast, 
makes the round ofthe table (the guests are 
eated onlow cushions on the fioor), holding 
copper vessel, provided with a very long 
nt narrow spout. 

No attempt to lay down the laws of etiquette 

an be attempted in this column, yet if A. H. 
may have observed the behavior of any num- 

er of well-bred guests at a table, an inquirer 
must have noticed that not one person in ten

Table Linen. 

A great deal of art is lavished on table linen 
and toweling. Some of the designs in em- 
broidery spow constantly increasing taste for 
those of mediwvaldays. The Russian patterns 
show the Asiatic colorings and hideous figures, 
such as dragons, serpents, nondeseript birds, 
lezenges and queer leaves and branches, 
which are worked in feather-stitch, needie 
point, point russe, long, loose stitches, and 
herring-bone. Drawn work is very fashiona- 
ble. On a towel of linen-damask the ends are 
hemmed, andthenaninch above each hem 
the threads are drawn out, and the remaining 
threads are worked across with a kind of chain- 
stitch; above this is a border worked in Rus- 
sian embroidery in red and blue cotton. In- 
stead of being hemmed, the ends can be 
fringed and tied; if hemmed, they are trimmed 
with wice Torchon lace. A beautiful table- 
cloth hasthe ‘threads so drawn as to form 
squaies about three inches in size, and in each 
square a difierent flower is embroidered in 
colored weols and floss silks. 


Useful Family Hints. 

Domestic Champagne. — When?fgrapes are 
just turning or about half ripe, gatherthem, 
pound them in atub, and to every quart of 
pounded fruit add two quarts of water; let the 
mixture stand tourteen days, then draw it off; 
to every gallon of liquor add three pounds of 
loaf sugar; when the sugar is dissolved peur 
it into a cask; after it has done working putin 
a ceilar: in six months bottle and wire the 
corks tightly.—[Mary 5S. 

To Pickle Peaches.—One galion of vinegar, 
four pounds of brown sugar, five or six cloves 
in each peach; make“the vinegar hot, add the 
sugar, boil and skimit well; pour the vinegar 
boiling hot over them, then cover, and setina 
cold place tor ten days; drain off vinegar,

To Remove Rust from Steel.—The steel to be 
cleaned should be washed with a solution com- 
posed of one-half ounce cyanide of potassi- 
then brush with 
the following recipe: Cvanide of potassium, 
one-half ounce; Castile soap, one ounce; whit-_ 
ing and water syflicient toformapaste. Cy- 
anide of potassium isa most violent poison, 
and persons using it should be particularly 
careful.—[Boston Journal of Chemistry. 

To Polish Tortoise-Shell Articles.—Take 
some whiting (having rubbed it between the 
finger and thumb that there may not be a par- 
ticle of grit), mix with water to the consist- 
ency of cream; rub with a very soft rag; polish 
with some of the dry whiting. 

To Polish Steel.—Rub with a piece of emery 
paper from which you have removed some of 
the roughness by rubbing an old knife with it. 
—{Calitornia. 

To Clean Spenge.—Rinse two or three times 
in sea-water.

She bad lovely Spanish eyes, a pale, delicate 
complexion, and beautiful silky black - hair.

French and Belgians. 

Mre. Phawbe Earle’s book on the French and 
Belgians is a painstaking, analytic study of life 
on the Contineat. Itis evidently written after 
the closest examination of what she pictures. 
A French room, for instance, is thus de- 
scribed : 

Then the domestic comes and conducts me 
to a neat room with a waxed floor, like the 
rest, with a mahogany bedstead, a wardrobe— 
the door of which is a great mirror—and a 
French clock. Mr. C. is a widower. On the 
wallisan engraving ot Emile Souvestre, the 
author, beneath whica ig written: ‘‘Mr. and 
Mrs. , Souvenir of the Family 
Souvestre.’’ Under this hangs, in a ffaine, 
a bunch of biack hair, rather loag. My 
hcst has Lindly inquired whether I have eaten, 
and told me that he dines at balf-past six. The 
domestic asks whether 1 wish to wash, and 
then takes me into a littie closet partly filled 
with sticks of wood. She apologizcs; for these, 
but not for what is worse—namely, the small 
emount of water. AsI wish totakeabath ia 
the morning, she tells me there i3 a man-who 
brings up two buckets of water for thres sous, 
andl give ber thecbange. Mr. C.’s rooms cost 
him about $300 a year, there bei»¢g no gas nor 
water introduced. I ask Marie whether I can- 
not take the things into my room to wash, but 
she fears that there will be s»ots upon the 
waxed floor. A man comes ‘‘all the fifteen 
days,’’or once a fortnight, io polish the floor, 
but the spots that get om becwesn-times are 
hercare. Sheemptiesthe water out of the 
window of the littie closet into a large funnel,. 
whence a spout conveys it down. 

And of that oft told economy of the F: anch: 


‘*We lose nothing in Paris,’’ Victor says. 
I had asked them fora bit of flannel to get 
paint off my dress; but he says that allis used, 
and shows me abuaby’sshirt, which, he says 
bas at least nine nieces in it. I never saw 
stockings more darned, I tuink, than at Paris; 
yet Il was sometimes surprised to hear how 
much had been paid for dresses. In this vol- 
ume I frequently have occasion to speak of the 
personal neatness ofthe French. Often it is 
very wonderful. Yetthereis a law bindin 
the fuitbful historian which induces meto ad 
that in France I sometimes observed a misap- 
prepriation of utensil, or the using of one 
vessel for highly dissimilar purposes. Some- 
times this may be cuused by economy. One 
thing which lthought lobserved repeatedly 
in rural France, was thetaking ofthe hand- 
towel then in use to wipe dishes. 

And last of ali the French kitchen is different 
from the American. 


Marie sleeps in the mansard above, a flight 
of outside steps going up toit. Her waves are, 
I believe, nine francs a week. In her little 
kitchenis a furnace or range. cuvered with 
tiles or plates of white faience. There are 
seven places in the turnace where charcoal 
fires can be made, and where she can boil, broil 
or stew. For roasting there is something sep- 
arate—a sort of quite small, upright, portable 
furnace, grateldin front. In this charcoal is 
burnt, and a tin-kitchen or roasting vessel is 
set betoreit. Beside the furnace is a shallow 
stone sink, with a great earthen 
There is an earthen pot with an earthen 
lid for boiling, and & number cf 
earthen pipkins are stunding round, while 
handsome copper and tin vessels hang on the 
wall.

Now they havea prosperous 
farm, and raise cows, sheen, pigs and chick- 
ens, and as they do everything to the best of 
their ability, their products are in constant 
demand. The bookis nicely illustrated, and 
is altogether well worth reading. 


Women, Poetry and Love. 

In Mr. Chas. D. Deshler’s ‘‘ Afternoons with 
the Poets’’ occurs the following bit of criticism 
on ladies who rhyme in general, and apropos 
to Mrs. Hemans in particular: 


I may sayin reply that generally our female 
poets seem to bave realized the inappropriate- 
ness—and, indeed, the indelicacy—ot their 
writing poetry of a warmly amatory kind; and, 
to avoid the difficulty or the impropriety, they 
have seldom indulged in thase glowing or wan- 
ton descriptions of persons or situations which 
bave been elaborated with such minuteness by 
poets of our own persuasion, and have some- 
times been carried to the verge of impurity by 
them. No woman, tor instance—at least no 
pure woman, or who wished to pass for one— 
could have written the ‘‘Troilus and Cresseide’’ 
of Chaucer, the ‘‘Venus and Adonis’’ of Shak- 
speare,the ‘‘ Hero and Leander’ ’of Marlowe and 
Chapman, oreven the love poems and sonnets 
of Spencer, Shakspeare, Herrick and others 
that might be nawwed. Almost without excep- 
tion, therefore, they have rightly excluded 
from their poetry whatever is supersensuous, 
or suggestive of voluptuous feelings, or provo- 
cative of passionate desire, and whenever they 
lave been tempted to give atreer rein to their 
muse and to paint the operation ot the master 
passiun they have usually cast their poems in 
narrative form, or have resorted to translations 
from the bolder and less scrupulous sex. * ° 
Even in her reserved verse, it seems incompat- 
ible that a woman should teign a man’s passion 
and rave about another woman’s ‘‘ golden 
tresses,’’ ‘‘charming eves,’’ and ‘‘beauteous 
tints,’’ or of the ‘‘amorous zephyrs’’ that 
played around her person; but it would be 


| absurdly ridiculous if she were to write of a 


man as & Man may write of a woman—celebrat- 
ing those special provocative, virile graces, 
charms, beauties, and attractions of person 
which excite the sensibilities or rouse the 
passions of woman. Nor have any of our female 
poets with whose writings I am familiar been 
guilty of an absurdity so gross or an indelicacy 
s0 unwomanly.

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THE ART OF ETCHING. 


Now that the process of etching is being re- 
vived—and there is every probability that it 
will regain ita true position among the arts— 
some ideas on the subject are given, as pro- 
mulgated by Mr. Seymour Haden,who not only 
furnished something ot a history of etching, 
but also entered at considerable length into its 
practical teaching. His remarks were madein 
the shape of a lecture, delivered at the request 
of the Royal Institution of London. Mr. Haden 
said: 

My reasons for being here are the advance- 
ment of art and the wish to share with others 
the pleasures which I now derive trom what (to 
the majority) is a sealed book, and the desire 
to put right what has gone wrong for two cen- 
turies, getting from bad to worse. 

In the profession of art we are hampered by 
whatis termed ‘‘prefessionalism’’—an indispo- 
sition to move—a w'sk to be, as it were, on 
one’s back in a ditch, without any longing to 
sce over the hedge. Fromadesireto get my- 
self and others out of this, Imount on this high 
plateau. In my view the art faculty is innate— 
it cannot be acquired. Itis a moral and in- 
tellectual force which may be enhanced by cul- 
tivatien, but cannot by any means be created. 
It may be debased by example or wrong teach - 
ing. The action of any aeademy, founded and 
carried on with certain set doctrines, has no 
other effect than to assimilate artists. I at- 
tach no value to technical superiority, or to 
what tradition teaches. Too min- 
ute a rendering in matters of 
art is bad. Such a process 
means an extension of the work over long 
passages of time, which mug tead to weakea

that is to say suggestive rather than imitative. 
In nature, for instance, there is no such thing 
asaline. It has often been said in deprecia- 
tion of etching that it is merely suggestive 
because it isan art which expresses itself by 
lines. But is it not the same in every branch 
ofart? The painter, with the materials at his 
disposal—his canvases, his brushes and his 
battery of opaque pizgments—does not seek to 
reproduce the morning bist and 
the noon-day haze; he only 
seeks to suggest them. Tne sculp- 
tor does not make his statue of marble be- 
cause itis like human flesh, but because mar- 
ble, while it permits pertection of form, sug- 
gests for human flesh a purity which it is the 
province of art to claim for it. Hence, to my 
mind, imitative, or, as it has come to becalled, 
realistic art, is, as compared to art whicn de- 
pends on suggestion, no art at all. To say 
then of the etcbed line that itis merely sugges- 
tive, is to pay it a compliment of the highest 
order. And I affirm that the artist who wishes 
for the greetest amount of suggestiveness must 
usc the point, which bas the incisiveness and a 
directness which appertains to no other instra- 
ment. 

If we reach the history of engraving, we 
shall fina that at first there were 
no such persons as copyist-engravers. The 
painters, when they wanted.one of their 
works reproduced, did it themselves «8 vest 
they could, and this continued even after the 
date when chemistry showed them the way of 
delving copper without the labor of the tool. 
Engraving proper, as we understand it, did 
not appear until the decline of art, on the 
death of CharlesI.,and the advent of the com- 
monwealitb, when royal collicctions had to be 
sold and even Vandyck could obtain no em- 
ployment. If we tuke the great list of engrav- 
ers on copper, trom the invention of the art in 
the fifteenth century to its decline in the nine- 
teenth, we find that, with the exception ofa 
few men who interposed and for a time prac- 
ticed a novel method, it consisted entirely of 
workers with the burin or graver. These 
burinists divided themselves into two classes, 
those who were original artists and engraved 
their Own works, and those who copied or 
translated the works of others. The first of 
these may be designated as the painter-en- 
gravers, which representa the use of the burin 
in its simplest and purest form, beginning with 
Martin Schoen, and reaching its perfect type 
in Albers Durer. The other, that of the line 
engravers, takes its impulse from Goltzius, 
Cornelius Cort and Agostino UCaracci, and 
brings their innovations down to the present 
time. The etchers and the mezzo-tinters ap- 
pear to have come in—the first to protest in 
favorof greutcr liberty arid a more natural 
treatment, the last with the mechanical cn- 
gravers, fora more painter-like quality. The 
early painters, with tneir imperfect knowledge 
of chemistry, appear to have been 
content to use the graver as 
the only tool known to them 
which was capable of plouchbing the copper. 
Some ofthem, being great masters, so far 
trium pbhed over the instrument asto produce 
werk which excites even wonder and admira- 
tionto thisday. But the moment the possi- 
bility of acting onthe plate by an implement 
used like a pencil dawned upon them, the 
burin fell from their hands andtuey became 
eiclcrs, Thencetorth the graver descended to 


laboriovs processto reproduce the works of 
the painters, and they scemed bent on show- 
ing towhat exi-avagance its use might be 
carried. So.vey proceeded at once to show 
how tones miglt be 1eadered by lozenge-shar - 
ed intervals, with or without a dot in the cen- 
ter of each. 

It is not to be wondered at that the painters

againstthe plate. What wonder thatthe line 
described by the one should be free, expressive 
and full of vivacity ; the other cold, constrain- 
ed und nninterested. That one should be par- 
sonal, the other without identity. 

Good etching may eusily be distinguished 
from bad etching by remembering that none is 
good which is not simple in execution aad 
does not show a great powerin c&eosing the 
subjects. Itis quite wreag to suppose that al! 
etching is good because it is elaborately 
worked = The more lines the worse the 
work. This is abundantly visible even in 
the plates ef so great a man as Rembrandt. 

The advent of the engraver and speculator 
dealta death blow to the art of etching. 
Vandyck commenced a work consisting of por- 
traits of one hundred great menof his day— 
but after having etched t wenaty 
heads, gave in to the engravers for lack 
of patronage. Nothing can be 
finer than that portion of thse work he did, and 
nothing can be worse than the engraving which 
followed. 

Without doubt, one of the causes which 
standin the way of the revival of etching is 
the badness of amateurwork. Etching clubs 
have been formed with the result that every 
one thought be couldetch. The art bas been 
shown to be not only a painter’s but a master 
painter’s ait, and they may revive it by etch- 
ing themselves, notin the manner of etching 
clubs or as amateurs, but seriously and as a 
distinct branch of their profession.

Some Provisions of the Wills of Old 
Londoners. 
(From the London Cliy Press. } 

Among other city parochial charities John 
Wardell in 1656 gave to the Grocers’ Company 
the White Dear, Walbrook, to pay tothe 
church wardens of St. Botolph, Billingszate, 
£4 yearly for an iron and glass lantern with a 
eandle for the direction of passengers to and 
from the waterside all night lonz. Elizabeth 
Brown bequeathed a messuaze in Warwick 
lane charged with the annual payment of £2 
10s, for the poor of the par- 
ish of Christ Church, Newgate 
street, ‘‘during such time as the stone 


which then lay over the body of her husband 
should after her burial continue unmoved or 
until such time as any other person should be 
buried under the sa:d stone without the con- 
sent of her executors first had in writing.’’ 
In 1691 John Hall leit to the Weavers’ Com- 
pany adwelling house with insiruciions to pay 
10s. per annem tothe church wardens of St. 
Clement, Eastcheap, to provide on the Thurs- 
day night before Easter two turkeys for the 
parishioners, on the occasion of their annual 
reconciling er love feast (settlement of quar- 
reis or disputes). Giles de Kelcey, in 1377, 
left money to keep a lamp 
burning day and nicht before the}‘@igh 
altar’’,of the parish church of St. Dion 
Backchurch, in Fenchurch street. William 
Sevenoak, in 1426, charged ten marks on his 
house called the Maiden-on-the-Hoop and 
three tenements in Mincinpg Lane, to pay for 
the repairs of St. Dunstan-in-the-East chureh 
and the maintenance of the light of the great 
beam there. Matthew Ernest left 20s. fora 
like purpose, and ld. a piece tp five poor per- 
sons Who should come to his grave on Sundays 
to pray for his soul. In 1622 Dr. Thomas 
W hite gave to the trustees of his bequest, ia 
St. Dunstan-in-the-West, the residue of the 
rent of a house to provide a dinner for the 
vicar, the church wardens and as many of the 
ancient parishioners as it would reasonably 
serve, but the dinner was never to extend 
to two courses. Jobn Norton gave the 
residue of income, after certain provisions 
bad been made in bread and money, to be 
spent bythe Stationers’ Company in cukes, 
wine and ale before or aiter a sermon preuch- 
ed every Ash Wednesday inthe parish of St. 
Faith. Richard Budd in 630 bequeathed 
£200 to be laid outin lands or houses, the 
rents to be applied in the payment of 3d 
apiece every Friday morning (as far as it 
would extend) to such of the poor as should 
resort to hear morning prayers at the parish 
church of St. Giles,Cripplegate. John Bancks 
leitto the purish of St. Michael Bassishaw 
13s 4d a year to keep the parish pump in re- 
pair. In 1705 Robert Dowe gave £50 to the 
end that the vicar and church wardens should 
forever, previously to every execution at New- 
gate. cause a bell to be tolled and certain 
words to be delivered to the prisoners ordered 
for execution. :
